'i'be compaaaiouato fund, bein^ raised 
in this city in aid of tho Turkish cause, 
has already reached a couaidsrablo sum. 
Tho fond was started by Baroness Burnett 
Coutfs, and money is pouring into tho 
treasury quito rap'idly. Tho fund thus 
raised will be distributed uiumig tho ml- 
foring fatuilics of those who nro serving 
in the Turkish armies. 

KusTENDJi, Aug. 18. — Tho Russian 
army has oooupied this place. There are 
no signs of either the Turkish army or 
fleet. Tho Bussian army occupie* in 
force the lino extending from that town 
to tho Bchipka pass. Tim Turks are at a 
considerablo distance ofT, and do not 
makeaud demon>trations. 

It is said tho Russians intend to block- 
ade Plevna, but will not attempt to taLe 
it by assault. O^raan Pasha's supulies 
are beginning to fail. 

At the ppoeial requcat of tho Grand 
Duke Xioholas tho mobilization of two 
more divisions of grena^Hpri and one cav- 
alry division has been ordered, 

ilidhat Pasha's reconciliation with 
the Sultan is looked upon as entirely un- 
favorable to an early peace. 

Hobart Pasha has left a subordinate to 
snperintoud the embarkation of tho Cau- 
casiau.'!, and has gono to .Sinojjo with 
most of tho lieot. It is bob'eved he goes 
thence to the Danube.

In addition to the home 
praduciion, opium is impoitod into China 
to tho annual value of over gJiO.OOO.OOO 
principally from Britink India.

Seven Weeks in a Boat. 

The Voynif e of Capt« Crapo and UU VfUo 
AoroM tlie Atluiitlo. 

A correspondent of tho London 2)a% 

Ncw.i at Ponznnce, speaking of tho arrival 
at that i)ince of Cap't. C!apro and his wife, 
who loll New Bedford (Hi l\fay 28th iu a 
small boat Fays: The voyage was coui- 
menoed on May 28th, when tlio vessel left 
Now Bedford, but by stress of weather 
she put into Chatham, Mass,, where she 
stayed until the 2d of June, when tlio 
sails were again hoisted, and tho little 
pigmy loft on her perilous voyago, with a 
fair wind. All went well ior thi-»e days, 
tho wind being !;ou',h-we-t ami the sia 
calm. The ^vind iheii ciiangeil to H Mith- 
east, and it came on foggy for four days 
and C'ontiuued fogg.y up to tho time when 
they reached the Qrand Banks, 17 days 
out. 

H'l-re a must fortunate thing happened 
for liie navigators. Tlie drag which they 
had brLinglit with Ihcm was fom d to be 
of little uso, l)t'cause it was too li.;ht. 
While on tho Banks tlu^y sa.v a keg Jloat 
ing, which luckily ihey we're abh^ to te- 
euro. Captain Crapo knocked oil' the irou 
lino|)s, and with somo canvass made a now 
drag which answered ailmirably. When 
it is considered Ihr.t at one part of the 
voyage they were obliged to lie to lor 
nearly three days in a great j^ale of v.ind, 
it will ncetl no elVurt to imagine v. hat a 
fcntuuato acquisition the new drag was. 
.\fier leaving the Banlis. where they had 
to lay to In a gale for iifte.Mi hours, the 
weather impi'ovad, and they saih,',! on till 
the 2l8t June, when anntliJr galo was en- 
countered. While lying to, the Nuw 
Bedford sjioko tho ..trainer Batavij, from 
which assistance was oU'ered, and tho of- 
fer was made to take them on board, 
which was pliickily declined. 

After this iueulunt they encountered a 
succession of gales, the only wonder be- 
ing that they survived to toll tha story. 
During the voyage, which occuinol i'J 
day.s, the rudder broke, but happily there 
was a spare car on boar.l, which was n.sed 
until the lir.-t could be repaired. Tho 
seas were running niouut.iiin higii, and 
during all that time, evon when lying 
down, to rest, they had to lie on wet 
I lolhes. On one occasion the Captain 
was for 70 honrs Bfeericg without relief, 
tho weather being so f ri,t,'htful, and on 
aniithcr ho was IS houis ceuseentively at- 
tending to the drag. Captain (,'rupo"savs 
he could nut have stuod another 15 davs; 
indeed, ho had nut slept for 71) honrs wlivn 
ha lauded. His average sleep while com- 
ing across was under four hours a day. 

Among the many exfrnordinaiy tliinLjri 
connected with tho voyii.(.'e is, th it it had 
to bo run by dead reckuning, us the New 
Bedford was nut ('(jiul to a c!ii ouometer. 
Only on two occa'-ions could ihcy gut 
their longitude. When .si)eakint; tlio two 
ve.<sels Captain Crajx) had intended to 
make f<o- Falmouth, but the wind was 
against it. Captain and IMrs. Cnqio s. em- 
ed wonderfully woU after the haidships 
they had undergone, though tho t ap 
tain liQH a bad hand, and when he came 
on shore his other hand firmly clenched 
nftor 70 honis' steerina:. The house they 
stopiied at was invaded by persons eager 
to shako hands with ho bravo a couple. 
Tho boat was also visited by number.s. 
Captain Crapo thinks of going on to Fal- 
ssouth, and afterwards to Loudon and tho 
Paris Exhibition.

What became of the G.arden of Eden. 

(From tho liprluBlleld KopubUeiD.) 

"As a fellow Unitarian, I feel sorry 
for tho Turks," Dr. Solietnann wrote 

from Hiilouica; "but, as a rospoctor of 
GocVh physical law., I must own that 
thoy dosorvQ their fato. Moii who for 
twenty generations Imvo proved them- 
selves tree-deslroyars on principle huvd 
uo right to complain if tho world rises 
agiiiust thom." These seiitonco.s aro 
tho text of a (liscoiarae on tbo wickod- 
nc.sH of donudiiig tho etirth of forests, 
which appear iu tho "Popular Sciorice 
Monthly" for .August. This is a sub- 
ject which needs frequent discussion, 
and Dr. Srbliemau's remark, though iu 
tho natuie of uon-sequitur, is a timely 
imd tlicreforo f^ood prefnco. It would 
bo a voiy comfortiiblo thing for us to 
sling nil the burden of "tree-destruc- 
tion on prinoiple" upon the Turk, in 
his present capacity of scape-goat, and 
regard it nn ii ciiiuulativa ovidonco of 
his being tho enemy of human race. 
But wo have no call for self compln- 
c(fi)cy iu this matter, for we arc pur- 
Huiug in our new country tho vory 
same course in regard to trees which 
they have pursued iu their historic 
reu jons jaiiU are begiuuing to witness iu 
Bomo ilegreo llio i^auie rosulta. 

What bocnmo of tho garden of FAon 
is plain enough. It dried up. The 
garden of Eden was ruined by tbo 
woodman's ax. In that happy spot the 
fruits grew and gave \vitliont labor bo- 
caiiso the rivers \vatorcd thom, and tbo 
i.ver.4 llowed because the trees sliiulod 
llieir fouiitaiiis. After mau'a fall, tbo 
trees fell, aud so did the rivers, uutil 
ill! the Edenic beauty changed and 
faded. .\11 paradise traditious agree 
oil the latitude of the locality, thougli 
ihev dilVor as to its longitude. This 
belt of tbo old world is just south of 
tbo regions \vero snow may fall, but 
cauuol reimiin,pa.«siug through Thibet, 
Cashuioro, Asia Minor, and reaching 
I'luropo near the centre of tho Mediter- 
ranciin — a lino which coiitimied west- 
ward \vould include a strip of soutb- 
eru Europe and northern Africa, tho 
whole of which, save for the basin of 
the Nile, is already an arid desert, and 
Ibe former is growing less and less 
capable of sujjporting man. 

Tho writer of tbo article wo have re- 
ferred to tolls us that soutboru Bpaiu 
maintaius about oue-tenth its former 
population; Greece about ope-twonti- 
i th; IhatTripoli, which as late as A.D. 
tiTU had a populatiou of U,U0O,(JUO, of 
wbich about three-foiirtbs of one i)or 
cent, are left, and tho climate of this 
couutry, wbich was vory much that of 
thoaouthern Alleghaui«d, is now so in- 
tolerable that passing steamers have 
to produce artiticial showers to keep 
their deck hands from fainting iu the 
furnace heat tbat breathes from the 
iiarren Tripoli hills. Cbampolliou 
discovered tbat in tho vory coutre of 
tho Sahara wore traces of rivers and 
ereoks, and tree htuinps buriod be- 
neath six feel of burning sand, and 
cried out: "is tliore any ciiiue agaiiifit 
nature wbich draws down a luoro ter- 
rible curse than tbat of stripping our 
Mother Earth of ber sylvan covering? 
Tho hand of mau has produced tbis 
desert, niid I verily believe ovtry other 
de.serl. ou tbo surface of tbis tarlli." 
Of the forests of Italy and Spain, iu 
tbo days of Piiny tbe" older.just before 
the Christian era, about 2 acres in 100 
nro left, of those of Greece scarcely 
one; but these countries are l-.eavily 
wooded compare (1 with the Asian pro- 
vuiec!) (if the Ottoman empire, from 
wbich every stick or bunch is cleared, 
except in the iuaccessablo mountains. 

* * * * * * ^; 

AVe have often urged tho arguments for 
eoiisorvution of foreuts, and tho need of 
brith State and local action on tho sub- 
ject. Tho evils of treeless lands nro not 
without renie.ly. Trees may be ];lanted. 
By settiijf; out olives and date palms, the 
arable area of upper E^rypt has increased 
hundreds of square miles aud tho ruinfall 
has almost doubled,— a woik which alon* 
di serves to immortalize the kedhivo. Sta- 
tions leave been created in Sahara for car- 
avans by menus of artesian wells and 
id iiited groves of palms around ihein. 
We' ha\<> nut yet t(jeomljat iheso oilremos 
hy the .sluw jirece.ss of re.,1 oratiuu, but in 
our hands ue have the puwer of i)rosory- 
in^' and ))rovi.iing f,,r thecouHtanl ren»\v- 
al of our forests. In Massachusetts many 
uf uur streams havo been greatly dimiii- 
islied by the entliefr of limber aronnd 
their !-onrees, and many of our mo'uilain 
lakes liavi^ sniVered iu tho samo way. 
Statutes should protect thoio watera hy 
keeping the hills clad for a certain per- 
I'l nlago of area. The treo-plantiag and 
village improvement associations which 
have been so auspioiously begun in New 
I'iiigland, and eupecially in oiu' near 
iiei;;hburhiaj(l, liavo u good work to do; 
and moiecn-er, every larnier ought to bo 
labored with and converted to his own 
interest in tiio saviug as well as tho using 
of his woodland. 

Tiir, re.s[)or,d(ml in the miliary divorce 
ca'-(>, thai le-nlled in a decree ju'.s-i' last 
wn'.k f'lr tlie fortunate Inishnud, is u 
daui^hter of the Scotch prnachor who has 
rendered hitiiHolf celebrated for anatlio- 
niatiidng tho Catholic Church and pro- 
phesying theeudof the world. Tt is a 
l)i(y, wi'.ile he is about it, that ho diti not 
fuieseo tlioeiulof his daughter. This 
cnntlemaii appears (o Inivo been singular- 
ly nnliK.'ky in his family, one of his sons 
having being implicated in tho Boultou 
and Bark case. I spotted this gentleman, 
by the way, sitting in the Divorce Court 
last week, and thought it would have 
boon better lasto on bis ])art to hsTO kcjit 
away fi'om ho ])ublic u place, ])articu- 
hirlyas ho never Burrotidored to his nar- 
r.mt on the oooasion alluded to above. I 
am afraid I cannot end by paying, "There 
is a good liiiK! ooining."

Tho extent and nature of 
those interests were farther defined in a 
communication which I caused to be ad- 
dressed to tho Government of Russia, 
which elictod a reply indicating a friend- 
ly disposition on the part of tbat State. 
I shall not fail to uso my best olforta 
when a suitidilo opportunity occurs for 
the restoration of x^eace on terms com- 
patible with the honor of the belligerents 
and with the general safety and welfare 
of other nations. If tho right.-i of my 
Empire .should bo assailed or endangered 
I should oouhdently roly on your help to 
vindioata and maintain myhclf." 

Cnows. — Fruit-growers in the neigh- 
borhood of Fort street and Cadboro ruad 
have abandoned their plums to the crows. 
The gardens are invested with those posts, 
which are both numerous and|bold. Scare- 
crows no longer nlTright them, and they 
laugh at a living, breathing, aggres ive 
man with a breeidi-loadcr iu blind.

Coiioas Will Case. 



Editor Oolonst:— I will give you a 

few ideas as to tho requironieiita of a Pub- 
lic Market, AU that we require is for tho 
Corporation to nriuie some imblio strooi 
for the market or the niarkot street (fot 
instance, Bronyhtou street would bo most 
suitable, being wido and a little out of 
tho way of the general trallio) to bo open- 
ed as a public market twice a week— 
Wedne.'^day and Saturday— from U o'clock 
Tuesday eveuiing till I'J o'clock Wednes- 
day, same on Friday till 12 ou Saturday. 
This would enable tho ])roducor and con- 
sumer to come together, and al.so ono 
])roducer to get acijuainted with another. 
They would know what was bust to raise 
for tho market, Tho producer wouhl pay 
to tho Corporation each morning 25 cts 
for the privilege of backing liis cart 
against the sidewalk, and forming his 
own market; the Corporation hnding n 
sc-av<!iiger and eou-itablo or colicoior. 
This wouhl bo leqiiired, as the farmer 
arriving at ',) o'eloeic on Tnesilay evening 
would back hi.-i wag'-*" i'l and most likely 
rest himself till i or 5 o'clock iu tho 
morning, Tho first cart in to take the 
choice of tlio stand unless the different 
stands are marked {>n the sidewalk and an 

e. xlra priei^ paid for them. Alter ]ia\ ing 
the fi-'O they aro at lilieity to go wliore 
they ]deaso; but every producer would bn 
compelled to eoiuo to tho market lirst. 
(I may hura remark that if every farmer 
took back a load of manure— or a load of 
bone-i, tho best of manures — it would 
more ihaii p.ay the exponsy of oouiiug in 
eai ly. ) Now, for several years I have 
been trying to get this market started; 
but have always fouiul Ihe middle men 
opposcil to it. Something wrong somo- 
whero, gfor exumplo: gA brings in ten 
tuns of hay without a market, and needs 
cash. Ho soils to a middle man for §10. 
The hay is composed of sorrol, fern, and 
timothy. Ne.Mday li comes in with ten 
tons of tho Iiest clean timothy ha}-, and 
asks iho valuo of jrJU per ton. The ans- 
wer is, "I bought 10 tons yesterday for 
,SIO per ton." "Yo<, but that was rub- 
bish." The middleman replies, "glO is 
tho market price." Tho middleman 
makes the price. He may talk till he is 
blind, or go and peddio round and take 
20 or -iO "eoeklails" before he can get liis 
price, and tiicn give credit; und go homo 
und d — n the country bocruso there is no 
public market. Had there been ouo B 
would have got the value of extra good 
produce, and A would have had to put 
more labor on hislaiiil to oompethe with B. 

Again, in corilwooil, kIuU af ritjht/al im- 
jiosi/ion.' One m.in go:s .^1 for '^ihs of a 
cord; aiiotiier m;iii gel ■ .^1 for a full cord. 
Ladies do not feel iiieliiied to cord up 
wood, and when wood comes in their bot- 
tei-halves are engaged otherwise, so they 
are cheated for waut of a public market. I 
may boio remark that for two years I have 
iie\C!r paid a Chiniim lU more than 75 cents 
f(jr two "euttee" and one ''chopiiee" ono 
uile. which an ordinary Chinaman ean do 
in (j hour.-i. ."My ueighborM p.iy from i-1.75 
to s!2 25 for tho same work. I have often 
heard it argued that the consumer would 
not come to tho market to buy; that tho 
ladies would not turn outiu tho moruiug. 
Surely, wo have some enterprising ladies 
for HO good a [jurj/oso who will make it 

f. ialiion ib'o, ami wdieii they return home 
with rosy cheeks, good appetites and the 
buggy loailed with goods, fresh and cheap 
goods, that have not laid lu tho middle- 
man's shop till they aro iiiitit for food, I 
think others would follow their example 
and not buy from peddling Chinamen 
goods thai aie positively nntit for human 
foul, ( I don't think any pe'rson would 
liki! to e.d file cnneonlrated esselico of 
iDiiiMonia if tiiey knew what it was.) In 
a public market tho best goods bring tho 
bc^t prico, thus causiiig cauipetition. I 
could write for a week ou tho beiieliti that 
I am hiiro would arise from a ]jublie niar- 
kel. It simply requires the Corpm-atioii 
to sanction a public market and the ])ro- 
duecr and consumer t() give it their fiuj)- 
port. W hen once started it will boasuc- 
cess and a benelit to tho Corporation pe- 
cuniarily. It will bring tho producer ivnd 
consumer together that one may kuow the 
wants of the otliur. It will prevent Ciii- 
nese peddiin.g, give Ibo consumers whole- 
some food f'U- liodr cash, just w. ightsand 
mei.-iiri's, ami levivi! the droopiii,; trade 
of Victoria. I am saiislie I tliu Corpora 
tiou wouhi find it 
properly carried (
